MACY IS NOT A CANDIDATE

Bctirti from District Bench at End of
Hii Present Term. . .

MAKES TWENTY YEARS' SERVICE

Almost Every Conaly la District Not
Already Having; at Jadge Has

a Caadldate for the
Position.

Judge N. W. Macey has announced that
hs will ,not be a candidate for renomlnatlon
and that he wishes to retire at the closo
of his present term. 'In a statement pub-
lished In the Shelby County Republican,
Judge Marey says: - -

Owing to family and personal consldera-tlon- a,

I desire to retire at the close of piy
present term, snd my name need not, there-
for, be further connldered.

The bar end. the people of this district,
continues Judgj Macey, without regHrd to
politiri, hsve given me their support for
twenty years. At times I have had to
undergo very depressing experiences, but
their words of encouragement and acts of
kindneaa have lightened my work and
brightened my lite. I have often publicly
expressed my gratitude, and I can only add
the debt I owe ia greater now than ever
before.

1 have tried to meet the duties of ths
office with care and fidelity, handicapped
somewhat though I have recently been.
Surely no thoughtful person can censure
me for having kept up my courage and hope
the het I could, nor for having wanted to
continue at work that whs 1n a larre meas-
ure congenial to me. There are many In-

stances where lawyers have led long and
useful careers at the bar and upon 'hs
bench, handicapped by total blindness, The
bar and people of this district, almost with-
out an exception, have made me feel that
my work was satlafactory to a ronbledegree snd that they would be glad to TiavS
me continue.

In looking back over the twenty years, I
can say that I have never allowed personal
friendships or political affiliations to Influ-
ence In the sllghteat degree a single ruling
or decision 1 hsve made. I want t.- thus
publicly acknowledge my appreciation of the
treatment I have received from the mem-
bers of the bar not belonging to the political
party with which I havo acted. I have been
most generously treated.

The prospective candidate are all my per-
sonal friends and I bespeak for my suc-
cessor the same cordial and generous treat-
ment acoorded to me by the bar and people,
of whom I am Justly proud.

A short time ago Judge Macy was under
stood to be willing to- - accept a renomlna-
tlon if tendered him, but be would not
make an effort to secure It This public
announcement that he will not sack a- - re-

nomlnatlon and will retire at the close of
his present term now set all doubt at
rest amf leave the field open to the other
oandldatea In the Fifteenth Judicial dis-

trict, i

Judge Macy Is now finishing his twen-

tieth year on the bench, the other judges
Of the district being Judge O. D. Wheeler
of Council Bluffs, Judge W. R. Green of
Audubon and Judge A. B. Thornell of Sid-

ney. The Judges are elected - for a term
of four years and Judge Macy' term ex-

pires at the end tf this year.
J. B. Rockafellow of Atlantic. Caasl

county, and Thomas Arthur of Logan,
Harrison oounty, were announced aeveral
months ago as candidate to succeed Judge
Macy. There was some talk that Harrison
county would have another candidate be-

sides Mr. Arthur In the person . of J. S.

Dewell cf Missouri Valley, but the latter
has not yet mad any announcement.

Montgomery county, it Is stated, will have
K. W. Beeson of Red Oak as It candidate
and Shelby county, while losing Judge
Macy, It Is stated, will hope to retain one
of the Judgeships, as George W. Culllson
and T. H. Bmlth, both residents of the
same town as Judge Macy, are said to be
In the field for the republican nomina-
tion. Incidentally It may be stated that
the Fifteenth judicial district Is repub
lican. Mills county Is credited with two
candidates in the persons of W. Boott
Lewis and E. B. Woodruff, both of Glen-woo- d.

So far there has been no talk of any
candidate from Pottawattamie county and
the understanding appears to be there will
be none.

Mew BerTlee Wilt Be Fat In at
Fort Dodge.

FORT DODGE, la.. March a. (Special.)
Third Vice President Csss of the Chicago

Great Weatern while In Lehigh announced
that within thlrt days th road would
put in aervlce a gasoline motor car be-

tween thla city and Lehigh, making th
trip back and forth two or thres time each
day. Thi service will supplant the preaent
accommodation service of the two freight
train that are run dally.

The specification of the car have not
been definitely described, although the car
will be similar to those used by the Union
Pacific. The Great Western Is msklng two
at Its shops In Oelweln. The clay Industry
In Lehigh, already of mammoth propor-
tions. Is adding greatly to the population
of both Lehigh and thl city. With con-

venient pasaenger service both cities can
be greatly benefited. The car will carry
twenty-fiv- e passenger. The clay Induatry
will furnish a large tonnage In the future.
An output of between 300 and 400 cars each
month will be provided for within sixty
days. The Minneapolis A Bt. Louis railway
ia surveying for a branch line to Lehigh
fpom Otho and the Great Western Is mak-
ing attempt to give the people of Lehigh
better service In order to get more business.
The line Is about fifteen miles in length,
with some very heavy grades. Tha In-

creased traffic will mesn larger engines,
and th officials on the Inspection special
said Thursday that they were preparing to
put In service locomotive of heavier pull-
ing power.
